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Let your light so shine before men, that they may see your good works, 
and glorify your Father which is in heaven.—MATTHEW v: 16. 
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DISCOURSE BY PRESIDENT GEORGE Q. CANNON. 


THE following discourse was delivered by President George. Q. Cannon in 
the Tabernacle, Salt Lake City, Utah, Sunday, September 4, 1892, at the 
Conference of the Stake: The proceedings of this conference have thus far 
been exceedingly interesting, and I am sure that everyone who has attend- 
ed its sessions will feel amply repaid for the time they have spent in the 
meetings. I trust that during the remainder of this conference we shall 
be blessed with the presence of the Spirit of God, that the very things 
which should be said in the way of instruction and counsel may be said, 
and that we may look back to these days with pleasure in recalling our 
baer and that which we have listened to. 

It is very gratifying to hear the reports which have been made concern- 
ing the condition of this Stake. Although I reside in the Stake, I am 
absent so much that I did not have a clear conception as to its actual con- 
dition. I was, therefore, greatly pleased to hear the reports which were 
made as to the standing of the people who profess to be members of the 
‘Church, and also as to their deportment, as well as the manner in which 
the Elders labor and their Jabors are received by the people. It certainly 
is gratifying to learn that there is a ene to avoid everything like 
contention or litigation. 

The position that I assume is this: When Latter-day Saints are living 
as they should live there ought to be no trials before the Bishops or High 
Council. There should be no difficulties of this character; but every man 

should be willing to concede, even if he feels that he is in the right and that 
the person who contends with him is in the wrong. The Savior taught 
the doctrine that when men sue you at the law for your coat, give to them 
your cloak also. I believe in that doctrine, although it is difficult, doubt- 
less, to carry out under present circumstances. But when Jesus taught 
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that doctrine He expected those who believed in Him to teach it and 
carry it out. The spirit of the Gospel is embodied in those teachings. 
“Whosoever shall smite thee on thy right cheek, turn to him the other 
also.” Some may say that this is impracticable and unnatural; but we 
have proved in our experience that it is perfectly practicable. And the 
God we worship will bless those who carry out the teachings of His Son 
Jesus. If we are animated by His Spirit, we will seek to do as He did. 
We shall love one another. We shall seek to do each other good. We 
shall prefer another to ourselves. We shall be unselfish in our.associations 
and our dealings; and if some man is exacting, and determined to have 
trouble, concede to him that which he demands, if it be in our power, and 
let the wrong be upon him. Suffer wrong rather than do wrong, and leave 
the result with the Lord. This is the ideal society of a Christian, and it is 
the mode of life that our Lord and Master enjoined upon His followers. 
It should be the aim of the Latter-day Saints to so live as to have this 
Spirit constantly with them. 

Therefore, I was greatly pleased this morning to hear that there was a 
decrease of trials before the High Council and the Bishops’ courts. I 
trust this decrease will continue until quarrels and difficulties will entirely 
cease among us. We expect to make this earth a heaven, with the help of 
our God, and let us begin now and carry out those principles that will 
‘make it heaven. I know that in doing this we are blessed. God has 
blessed those who have submitted to wrong, and have not sought to retal- 
iate or wreak vengeance. He has blessed us in manifesting in our lives 
the spirit that the Lord did. He said, “Father, forgive them; for they 
know not what they do,” and this, too, in the hour of His agony, when 
hung upon the cross. When we think of Him, the Lord of life and glory, 
the Creator of the earth, coming down and submitting Himself as He did 
to ungodly men, to be spat upon, to be reviled, to be mocked, to be 
crowned with. thorns, and then to be crucified, and all this with the utmost 
patience, carrying out in His life the teachings that He left on record for 
humanity, it ought to be a never-to-be-forgotten lesson to us to seek for 
the same spirit, and to make it practical by carrying it out in our lives. 
The beautiful part of the Savior’s life is that He never taught a principle 
that He did not practice. This should be so with His followers. They 
should seek to practice that which they profess, and to do everything in 
their power to benefit their fellow men; not those alone who are their 
friends, for Jesus said the publicans did that; not to benefit those only 
who benefit us, to return good to those who do good to us, but to do good 
to all men to those even who may be unfriendly to us or who may do us 
injury. The doctrine that Jesus taught was to do good to them, that His 
followers might show that they were the children of God, who lets His sun 
shine upon the good and the evil, and causes His rain to descend upon the 
just and the unjust, and who bestows benefits a N all nn e 
they be good or evil. 

We were told this morning that God has . this people. It seems 
almost like arrogance, no doubt, to those who do not know the people, to 
make such a statement; but it is nevertheless true. We are not the only 
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ones, however, whom he has chosen or called. He has called upon all 
men. But we have been so favored that our hearts were touched by the 
message when it was brought to us and we were prepared to receive the 
glad tidings. The rest of mankind are equally entitled to these favors 
with ourselves. God has not selected a few out of His family to receive 
special blessings to the exclusion of the rest. But He has placed these 
favors within the reach of all. He has manifested His willingness to be- 
stow every blessing connected with the Gospel of salvation upon all man- 
kind. But it is a remarkable fact that there are very few comparatively 
who are prepared to receive His word and the testimony of His servants 
whom He sends forth. Now it might be thought, looking at it in the 
| abstract, that every human being, if he were told that God had spoken 
again from the heavens, would be anxious to know whether that statement 
was true or not, especially i in this day, when there is so much confusion | 
among men concerning God and His plan of salvation. But, as I have 
said, it is a remarable fact that there are very few who seem to care any- 
thing about it. I suppose this is due to the fact that there is a general 
and an all-pervading unbelief concerning 's willingness or power to 
speak again to mankind. The teachings of the religious world for genera- 
tions past have been to the effect that God had ceased to communicate His 
mind and will to man; that He had withdrawn Himself from any active 
interposition in the affairs of the children of earth; and this has been so 
long taught and so widely believed that when men hear it said that God 
had spoken again from the heavens, they distrust the statement; they 
believe it to be a delusion, and content themselves with the idea that such 
a thing is impossible. I speak now of men who believe that there isa 
God. Of ‘course there is a large number of the human family who have 
persuaded themselves that there is no God; but where there is a belief in 
God, this unbelief concerning His willingness to speak to the children of

We cheerfully undertake to comply with the request contained in Elder 
Tanner's letter. This pleasure is enhanced because it involves the per- 
formance of a duty—the exposure of an unconscionable hypocrite. The 
task is one of easy performance, the subject being unusually vulnerable. 

Hill is designated in Ogden, where he is held in marked contempt, as 
“the Kid.” He has quite a reputation there as a stealer of other peoples 
sermons and palming them off on the public as his own. He also enjoys 
the unenviable distinction of being the most murderous-minded and all- 
round vindictive individual in this inter-mountain region. This latter 
trait has been specially but by no means exclusively exhibited toward the 
“Mormons.”. He has frequently expressed a wish that they should all be 
hanged, and fiendishly uttered a desire to take part in the total extinguish- 
ment of the Saints by means of assassination. It is needless to say that 
as a hollow-hearted hypocrite he is a pronounced success. 

This unregenerated wretch winds up his slanderougasgack upon an un- 
offending and upright community by saying, with characteristic bravado, 
“IT have hurled these hot truths into the old Blue Beards’ camp for four 
years.” Everybody here, “Mormon,” and non-“ Mormon” knows. that 
what he calls “hot truths” are cold-blooded, malicious falsehoods. When 
uttered here they excite derision and contempt. They are manufactured 
and used for outside effect, and they are sown abroad in the instance 
under consideration for this purpose. He wants the Elders “ whipped ” 
and no doubt murdered, for the spirit, if not the blood, of Cain is in him. 
Should assassination by mob violence be the result of his retailed false- 
hoods at “twenty cents” a batch, he would be guilty of murder before 
fact. | 

J. Wesley Hill knows he utters an unmitigated slander when he accuses 
the “ Mormons” and their religion with being saturated with corruption. 
The non-“ Mormon” population of Utah and surrounding States know 
what we say to be correct. Even in the heat of prosecutions under the 
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Edmunds law, those who were engaged in enforcing the statute and who 
went to extraordinary extremes in doing so, publicly stated in open court 
that outside of the practice of polygamy, the Latter-day Saints were a 
chaste people. We cite Mr. W. H. Dickson as having expressed himself 
to that effect when he was United States District Attorney for Utah. 
Mr. C. S. Varian, who succeeded Mr. Dickson, made a similar statement in 
the course of an argument in conducting a case. Chief Justice Zane, 
whose opportunities for observation on the subject have been in some 
- respects unequalled, entertained the same view. Since the abolition of 
the practice of polygamy, which was obnoxious to the nation, the Saints 
have not changed in relation to chastity. . 

As to the unscrupulous assertion about the “Mormons” being “ sense- 
less, ignorant, idiotic and mentally deformed,” the very use of such an ex- 
pression from a professed follower of Christ and teacher of His doctrine 
shows that the mind of him who uttered it is abnormally warped, gnarled 
and impregated with intellectual and moral putrefaction. 

It is appropriate that we draw from other sources for a portraiture of 
this small-souled phenomenally inhuman wretch, who has even recently 
exhibited toward one of his superiors the characteristics of Judas Iscariot- 
This we will explain further along. 

The local public will have some recollection of the disgraceful squabble 
which broke out among the Methodist clergyman and other officials of 
that church over the proposed university of the sect at Ogden early in 
1891. The leading combatants in the scandalous quarrel were the Rev. 
Samuel Small, president of the university, and J. Wesley Hill. The latter 
made serious charges of embezzlement against Mr. Small while he was in 
the East obtaining funds for the founding of the educational institution in 
question. When he heard of the allegations that had been made against 
him he sent the following telegram, which was published at the time in 
the Ogden Standard and also in the News: 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 8.

I have done no wrong and have 
nothing to conceal or fear. I have perfect showing for every cent.

FACTS AND EVENTS. 


The cholera epidemic in Hamburg, Germany, is now considered virtually extinct. 

The Columbus festivities were continued on October 12, in America, Spain, Italy, and 
Australia, the event being celebrated with the greatest enthusiam. 

By an explosion of a pulp mill at Orono, Maine, U.S.A., on October 12, ten lives were 
lost, and property to the amount of half a million dollars was destroyed. | 

Patrick S. Gilmore, the noted American bandmaster, and leader of the famous Gilmore 
Band,” died at St. Louis, Mo, U.S.A., September 24, of heart disease. He was sixty- 
three years of age. | 1 | 

Mr. Yeake, of Chicago, III., U.S. A., has ordered for the Chicago University, the largest 

and most powerful telescope in the world. The glass will be forty-five inches in diameter, 

and the instrument will probably be finished by 1895. 75 *** 
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Alfred, Lord Tennyson, the poet laureate of England, died ab his home on October 6, 
at the age of 83 years. His death is said to have been a peacefulone. The remains were 
interred in the Poet’s Corner in Westminster Abbey, on October 12, 1892, 

The inhabitants of Rainford, Lancashire, England, were considerably agitated on 
October 12, owing to the discovery of a box containing the decomposed body of a fully 
developed child. It was found among some rubbish in an unfrequented part of the 
churchyard. 

New York City was, on October 10, the scene of imposing demonstrations, the occasion 
being the commencement of the Columbus festivities. The city was beautifully decorated, 
and about 30,000 children and numerous bands of music took part in the processions 
much pomp. 

A Chinaman has presented himeelf for admission to the United W 
that he is a British subject, and that as such he has a right to enter and leave the United 
States at will He was not permitted to benefit by this pretext, however, and it is 
supposed that England will not permit her naturalization laws to be used as a means of 
enabling the Chinese to evade the laws of the United States. 

Reports from the southern and middle parts of England show that extensive damage 
has been caused by the recent heavy rains. In North Wales whole fields of produce 
were swept away by the floods, and large numbers of sheep and mountain game 
drowned. In some instances people had to be rescued from their homes through their 
bedroom windows. One lady, near Corwen, was blown into a stream and drowned. 


A serious collision occurred on the New York elevated railway on October 12, by which 
thirteen persons were seriously injured, the majority of whom were women. One car was 
partially telescoped, and the shrieks of ‘the imprisoned passengers, as they struggled to 
escape, were appalling. The traffic on the road was very heavy on that date, owing to 
the Columbus festivities, but the accident is attributed to the neglect of an engine driver. 


The suburb of Pollokshields, Glasgow, Scotland, was on October 11, the scene of a 
terrible tragedy, the dismembered body of a woman having been discovered in a garden 
there. In one hole the head and right arm of the victim were discovered, in another the 
trunk and the other arm, in a third the legs cut off at the thighs, while the bowels were 
found in a fourth. The murderer was a man named M’Ewan, and the victim a young 
woman with whom he had been keeping company. M’Ewan escaped from the neigh- 
borhood, but was subsequently captured while in the act of cutting his throat. 


A telegram from La Guayra, Venezuela, under date of October 6, gives an account of 
a desperate battle which occurred on the fifth, at Los Teque, a small town on the railway 
line to Valencia, between insurgents and the government forces, in which six hundred 
soldiers were killed. The victory, which was gained by the insurgents, who captured a 
number of high officials of the state, was so complete and decisive that the rebel leader 
has announced his intention of entering the city, and has made a formal demand for the 
surrender of the capital. The foreign population of Caracas, the capital, are in great fear 
of their lives. The Americans, however, feel reasonably secure, as the United States 
warship Chicago is lying close in shore to protect their interests. 


Dispatches from New York state that an air line railroad is to be built between New 
York and Sanfrancisco, which will shorten the distance between those cities over 500 
miles. It is said that the preliminary surveys have been made, and charters secured in 
Illinois, Ohio, and Pennsylvania, and that work has already been done in Indiana, and a 
route been surveyed through New Jersey. The cost of the division from New York to 
Chicago will be $100,000,000, and of the San Francisco end $600,000,000. The main line 
is intended to run within a few miles of Chicago, and instead of turning out to take in 
Cities, spur’ tracks will be built to connect them with the main line. The projectors 
anticipate getting all the through and local business between San Francisco and New 
Tork, and calculate that the road will pay for itself inside of six years.

A LITTLE ADVICE. 


CoLD rains and fogs are now prevalent in Great Britain, denoting the ap- 
proach of an early winter. While much good has been accomplished by out- 
door meetings in spreading a knowledge of the Gospel among the people, 
during the past summer, we are now admonished that the season for out- 
door preaching is drawing toaclose. In consideration of the vast labors 
performed by the Elders in the British Mission, few converts have pre- 
sented themselves for baptism. However, when the weather will admit, 
and it can be done legally, outdoor preaching should be vigorously con- 
tinued in the conferences. 
For good and sufficient reasons, many Elders have been released this 
year toreturn home. Through this cause our ranks are depleted in nearly 
all of the conferences throughout the European Mission. We confidently 
look forward to the arrival of many Elders, who, we presume, have been 
called upon missions during the late conference in Salt Lake City. In the 
meantime, we advise the Elders to put forth their energies in street 
preaching when the weather permits. This method of conveying a know]- 
edge of the Gospel, has proved the most effective way of reaching the ears 
of the people. Renting halls is expensive; and, employed as a means of 
reaching the masses, is a signal failure, so far as ascertained. Two Elders 
should be associated together in their ministerial work, more particularly 
in their outdoor labors. Numbers are not objectionable; but there should 
be two, at least. Frequent appeals come to this office, from conference | 
presidents, earnestly requesting that help be sent them. ; 

It is true Elders have traveled alone in their districts for months, hoping 
each day would bring a companion to share their labors with them and 
whenever possible, these cases have received attention at once. Unfor- 
tunately, the demand for Elders is in excess of the supply, throughout the 
entire mission. 

In districting Elders, it is usually desirable to place the inexperienced, 
with more matured missionaries, always distributing singers to the best 
advantage. This latter accomplishment is possessed by few in the mis- 
sion; its importance is unquestioned, by those who feel the want of it.

This terrible news was totally unexpected, as no intimation had been 
received at this office that anything was wrong with Elder Cannon. On 
the contrary, reports from the locality in which he was laboring, and the 
tone of the letters which he forwarded to his parents in Salt Lake City, 
Utah, warranted the belief that he was in the best of health, and was * 
gressing favorably in his labors in the ministry. 

Word was sent immediately, by President Young, to Elder 8 re- 
questing that the body be embalmed and sent to Salt Lake City. A con- 
dolatory cable message conveying the sad intelligence was also sent by 
President Young to President George Q. Cannon, the father of the de- 
Elder Cannon was a native of Utah, and early in the present year was 
called to take a mission to Germany, there to engage in the work of pro- 
mulgating the truths of the everlasting Gospel. On the twenty-fifth of 
April he arrived in Liverpool in company with some nineteen other Elders, 
and, after a short stay, proceeded on his journey to the Continent. 

It would be useless for us to attempt to describe the effect which this 
awful blow will have upon the parents and relatives of our departed 
brother. That their grief will be shared by the Elders in the mission field 
throughout the world, we feel assured. Elder Cannon was a young man 
—21 years of age—who possesed talents of a high order, and whose faith 
in his Creator was unbounded, No difference to him if he understood but 
imperfectly the language of the people where he labored, the knowledge 
that he was an ambassador of the Most High, and that he was doing his 
Master's will, supported him in his trials. The poor and lonely were visited, 
the broken-hearted comforted, and the oppressed liberated. 

His affability won the hearts of those with whom he associated; and his 
gratitude to those who had shown him the slightest favors was equalled 
only by his generosity. This sweet sentiment of grateful remembrance 
was peculiarly fervid towards those who had aided him in the acquisition 
of knowledge, whether in a business capacity or otherwise. His was a 
well-balanced mind. Truth in word and deed was an elementary part of 
his character; while his integrity, in the various and important offices 
committed to his charge, was uncorruptible. 

His was a true life, simple in all its elements, animated by a grand and 

— impulse—to do good to his fellow man. 
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The only enemy that Elder Cannon had, that we know of, was Death. 
Even Death has been overcome; and, in the victory, the workings of 
God’s hand, in the palm of which is the soul of every living thing, and 
the breath of all mankind, are manifest. : 55 

May God bless and comfort the bereaved parents and relatives who are 
called upon to suffer a loss of such magnitude. May the sweet and com- 
forting influences of His Holy Spirit be and abide with them; and may 
that Spirit help them to realize that our loss is David's gain. Language 
is inadequate to express our feelings upon an occasion of this kind. The 
Lord has said: “Whosoever shall lose his life for the Gospel’s sake and 
Mine, the same shall save it,“ and, in deeply condoling with the grief -

NORWICH CONFERENCE. 


Tue Norwich Conference was held in Snelling’s Rooms, Rampant Horse 
Street, Norwich, Sunday, October 2, 1892. There were present: Apostle 
Brigham Young, President of the European Mission; Job Measom and 
Henry Harker, traveling Elders in the Nottingham Conference; Wm. G. 
Rackham, President of, and W. W. Crane, John J. Ward, Chas. W. Watts, 
Frank M. Castleton, John Wyatt, Jose _— Campbell, Chas. F.. Harris, and 
Hyrum White, traveling Elders in the Norwich Conference. 
10:30 a.m. Singing. Prayer by Elder Chas. W. Watts. Singing. 
President Wm. G. Rackham made a few opening remarks. He was 
pleased to meet with the Saints in conference capacity, and hoped that all 
would enjoy the Spirit of the Lord, and profit by the instructions that 
might be given, so that a time of rejoicing could be had in meeting 
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Elder W. W. Crane referred to the necessity of keeping the command- 
ments of the Lord, and living so as to enjoy His Spirit. By exercising 
faith in Him, the spirit of prayer could be obtained, and blessings asked 
for granted. 

Elder Joseph Campbell bore testimony to the truth of the Gospel, and of 
its restoration, with all attendant blessings, in the latter days.

total and 106. 

President Young referred to the Spirit of God as distinguished from the 
spirit of evil. The former leads to all truth and righteousness, and teaches 
that a living faith is essential unto salvation; the latter seeks to inculcate 
into the minds of men that faith without works is not dead; that Christ’s 
atonement is sufficient; and that individual effort and sacrifice is not 
required, but that, to-day, belief alone is all that is necessary to obtain 
salvation. The Gospel teaches kindness to parents, brothers and sisters, 
to neighbors and to all people. It teaches the rich to be charitable to the 
poor, and to help them when in want or in pecuniary distress, It teaches 
love to all mankind and charity to one another. These are principles that 
the Savior taught—to prepare mankind for eternity. Earthly things are 
typical of heavenly things, and in order to return to the presence of God 
the keeping of heavenly laws is essential. |

President Young dwelt upon the ordinance of the Sacrament of the 
Lord’s Supper. Christ, while upon earth, instituted that ordinance, and 
in partaking of the Sacrament He should be remembered and His com- 
mandments kept. Merely partaking of a little bread and water will do no 
good, if we have hatred against our brother or sister, or if we have done 
either of them a wrong. A person partaking of the Sacrament worthily 
will become perfect in his sphere as God is perfect in His sphere. The 
bread does not turn to the actual body of Christ, nor the water into the 
actual blood of Christ, as is taught outside of the Church at the present 
time. It was instituted to be partaken of with clean hands and pure 
hearts, in remembrance of the body and blood of Christ. 

Elder C. F. Harris spoke upon the first principles of the Gospel. Faith 
is the first revealed principle, and without it it is impossible to please God. 
We must first have faith before we can repent. Repentance follows faith. 
After comes baptism by immersion for the remission of sins. The speaker 
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quoted many passages from the New Testament, showing that baptism is 
essential to salvation, and without it it is impossible to enter the kingdom 
of God. There is no other plan revealed by which man may receive a 
remission of sins only by baptism. Visions and dreams cannot bring 
- remission of sins, as there is only one plan of salvation. ‘One Lord, one 
_ faith, and one baptism.” When men think they receive remission of sins 
by any other way than by baptism they are deceived. After baptism comes 
the Holy Ghost, by the laying on of hands, as taught in the New Testament.

A TERRIBLE MASSACRE. 


— JosErH C. BENTLEY, of St. George, Washington County, Utah, in a 
special dispatch, dated Colonia Juarez, Mexico, September 28, to the Ogden 
Standard, gives an account of a terrible slaughter of a family of Latter-day 
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Saints by Apaches, at Cliff Ranch, twelve miles north of Pacheco, Mexico, 
on the morning of September 19, 1892. A letter from Apostle George 
Teasdale, written at Chihuahua, Mexico, dated September 20, confirms the 
report and gives additional particulars of the shocking tragedy. = = 
When the “Mormon” colonists first went to Mexico and commenced to 
make homes in the Sierra Madre mountains, the Mexicans said they were 
crazy for ever going into the stronghold of the Apache Indians; but as no 
Apaches had been seen since the colonists settled, the Indians were 
thought to have left the country for good, and, as a result, settlers became 
careless; the precautions so necessary in an Indian country began to be 
neglected. About September 14, a band of seven or eight Apaches were 
reported near Colonia Juarez, going southward. They appeared to be an 
exploring party, and created considerable excitement among the Mexicans, — 
for an Apache strikes terror to the Mexican soul. On their journey south- 
ward they continued stealing, until a party of Mexicans and whites, be- 
coming exasperated, started in pursuit. They returned without seeing 
any Indians, and the people concluded that they had gone back into the 
How mistaken they were can be best realized by quoting from Elder 
a dispatch: On the morning of September 28, messengers arrived 
from Pacheco, bringing news of a terrible massacre, committed by the 
Apaches at a ranch owned by Helaman Pratt, situated up in the mountain 
twelve miles north of Pacheco and three or four miles from the ranch of 
Geo. C. Williams. Hans A. Thomsen, one of the first colonists who came 
~ here from St. John’s Arizona, has been —— on the ranch for some time 
past, and last Sunday evening went over to Pacheco, leaving his wife, two 
sons and little granddaughter at home. The Indians, who evidently knew 
of Thomsen’s departure, surrounded the house early Monday morning, and 
waited for the family to begin to stir. | | 
After breakfast the two * Hyrum, aged 17, and Elmer, 14, and 
a little 0 10, went out to feed the pigs, and while standing at the 
pen were upon from behind the barn, the shots killing Hyrum. El- 
mer and the little girl started to run when a shot from the corral struck 
the boy in the side, bringing him to the ground. The Indians then rushed 
for the house, knocking the little girl down as they passed, and, meeting 
Mrs. Thomsen in the yard, shot her and then mashed her head with a rock. 
They then entered the house, smashed trunks, cut open valises and carried 
off everything they could find in the shape of clothing a gs 
etc., also driving off fifteen head of valuable horses. e boy who 
been wounded and, as the Indians supposed, killed, laid quietly on the 
— until after his mother had been killed and the Indians entered the 
ouse, when he d himself into a little log chicken coop, where he 
found the little girl. After the Indians had left the ranch the boy and 
girl started for William’s ranch, their nearest neighbor, to give the alarm, 
ut the boy ted 


was too much exhausted and soon fainted away. The brave 
little girl left the boy and started alone, but soon met a Mr. Richardson 
who returned with her to the boy, and then conveyed them both to 
William's ranch. 

A messenger was sent to Pacheco to notify the father of the murder of 
his family and to start men in pursuit. From Pacheco runners were sent to 
neighboring ranches and settlements, and a posse of men, headed by 
George C. Williams, left Pacheco Monday, and are supposed to be on the 
trail. Another left this place early this morning and hope to cut off 

the retreat, while the president of Casas Grandes al eet out a posse of

Sheriff 
Belnap, who returned from that locality, on September 28, reported having found twenty- 
three carcases lying in the water of the south fork of the Ogden River, while one hundred 
and ten were lying on the edge of the bank. 

water taken from the Jordan river at certain distances from the point where the sewerage 
of the city empties into the stream. The result showed that the waters of the Jordan 
were, for a considerable distance from the place of pollution from the sewer pipe, very 
impure. The river is heavily charged with organic filth, and animals and human beings 
run great risks of danger to health and life by drinking therefrom. | 
Eider P. H. Peters, of Box Elder County, returned home, on September 28, from a ten 
months’ mission to Indian Territory. His early return was necessary in consequence of 
failing health. He reports the mission in good condition, and the Elders all well except 
one—Elder H. H. Allen—who is affected with chills and fever. There has been a great 
deal of sickness in Indian Territory during the past season, owing to the heavy rains, 
which left pools of water. These stagnant ponds have filled the air with disease-breeding 
malaria. | 

A young man, nineteen years of age, named Alfred Wilhelm, of Greenville, Cache 
County, met with an accident which proved fatal, at the mouth of Green Canyon, near 
Logan, September 26, 1892. While loading sand, in company with a younger brother, 
the banks, which had been undermined for a considerable distance, without warning, 
caved and fell, knocking Alfred down and covering him to a depth of about three feet 
with sand and gravel. The younger brother, who was only partially buried, succeeded in 
extricating himself, and, mounting a horse, started for help. A number of men were 
soon after engaged in rescuing young Alfred, but when his body was uncovered, life was 
extinct; he had apparently died of suffocation. | 
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
